The SUPPLEMENTAL BILL 


% UMBLY complaining fheweth, That, 
on or about the * 8th Day of O-e- 
ber laft, your Orator W. L. V. V. 
did exhibit his Bill of Complaint into 
this high and honourable Court, 
againft the moft exalted Don Tom 
del Vagary, Lord Paramount of the 





Coafts and Principal Plume at the Court of the Lord of the 
Jfes; and alfo againit his well-beloved Brother by Nature 
and Power, the highly eminent Gentleman Harry, Prefident 
of the Board of Aurifedina and one of the joint P*e-makers 
Extraordinary for the Dominions of the Iles; setting forth, 
(emong other Things) that your Orator being laft in Re- 
mainder in, and thereby become intitled to, the vatt Family- 
Eftate, Lands and Hereditaments in the faid original Bill 
mentioned, after the Deceafe of the faid Tavo Brothers with- 
out Iffue-Male ; and particularly to divers Pieces or Parcels 
of Gold Plate limited and appointed by certain Deeds of 


' Settlement to attend upon and go with the Inheritance of 
) the faid Family-Eftate as Heir Looms ; they, the faid Don 


Tom del Vavary and Gentleman Harry, had in Combination 
with others contrived and wilfully incurred certain Forfei- 
tures of their refp’étive Terms in certain Parts and Parcels 
of the {aid limited |.ands and Hereditaments ; to the End, 
that they might, and they did accordingly, obtain a Grant 
thereof from the Lord of the [fes to be made to the faid 
Geutleman Harry, fo that fuch faid new-granted Eftate 
might be fold to raife Money to difcharge the vaft and 
weighty Incumbrances with which the unbounded Wafte 
of the faid Don Tom del Vagary’s liberal Hand had affeéted 
the reft of his Eftate, which faid Forfeitures your Orator 
charged were contrived, done and fet up to defeat the Fa- 
mily-Deeds of Settlement and your Orator’s Right in Re- 
mainder ; and that the faid Don Yom del Vagary had, in 
the Vanity of his Heart and Oftentation of his Mind, ex- 
ported the faid magnificent Services of Go/d Plate beyond 
the Seas, in order to amufe and entertain a certain People 
commonly known or called by the Name or Stile of H**- 
***y5, remarkably diftinguifhed by Report for an immo- 
derate Appetite and hankering after the Specie of the J/es, 
witur vocat. Guineas ; and likewife to acquit himfelf in 
their Sight a better and more immediate H*****x than he 
and the faid Gentleman Harry, at the Head of all the Sages 
of Gor’'am compofing the Fyydra Coalition, had reprefented 
the long-headed Don Yuan de VeGis to the good People of 
this Land. And your Orator did by his faid Bill thew, 
how he had been drawn in and intimidated to join in and 
ntify the Sale of the faid new-granted Premiffes, as well 
fiom Threats of invigorating Performances, to arife from 
the timulating Effence of Vipers on one Side, and on the 
ether from the Virtues of foreign Waters, operating on the 
Conftitution of a certain Perfon who received great Honours 
in pafling thro’ the Enemy’s Country to the prolific Springs 
of Conception. And at the fame Time as your Orator fhew’d 
the Danger of Embezzlement the faid magnificent Services 
*f Gold Plate was expofed to by the aforementioned Expor.

tation, not only from the Seas, but from the faid Don 
Tom del Vagary’s irretentive Hands and profufe Difpofition 
of Mind, your Orator might, on his the faid Vagary’s own 
fhewing, have fuggefted very probable Apprehenfions of 
Danger, by way of Surprize, from certain petty Pr*ces 
on the Continent. And your Orator did by his faid ori- 
ginal Bill pray, (among other Things) that further For- 
fcitures of and in the faid Lands and Hereditaments might 
be reitrained, and the fame, together with the faid Services 
of Gold Plate, be preferved to defcend to your Orator ac- 
cording to the faid Family-Deeds of Settlement, as in and 
by the faid original Bill remaining of Record in this ho- 
nourable Court, Relation being thereunto had it doth and 
may appear. 

And your Orator, by way of Supplement, further fhew- 
eth, that, contrary to the Expedtation of your Orator and 
all other Perions whatfoever, the faid magnificent Services 
of Gold Plate did iafely arrive and were reimported into 
the Dominions of the Lord of the Ifles, after eight or nine 
Months long Abfence, pretended to have been fpent and 
confamed in, about, for and concerning certain ill-con- 
certed Negociations and Definitive Treaties carried on and 
conduéted, or meant, mentioned or intended to be carried 
on and conduéted into a P*ce, under his the faid Vagary’s 
unerring Influence and Direétion ; tho’ he did his Matter 
the Honour to annex his Name to his own, in the Wol/eyan 
Stile of Ego &F Rex meus. 

And your Orator further fupplementally fheweth, that

circumvent your Orator into the Views and Meafures of 
the faid Vagary Family, in order to ratify the faid Sale ; 
and, for that Purpofe, your Orator being prevailed upon 
to permit the faid Vain Harry to negociate and tranfact the 

*Matter on Behalf of your Orator, he has thought fit to 
ttipulate for himfelf the Payment of not only a much larger 
Sum of Money than was contracted to be paid to your Ora- 
tor, under Pretence of a Confideration for his joining like- 
wife in making out a good Title, but obtained alfo a pri- 
vate Promife to be put into Poffeffion of a lucrative Pott on 
the firft Vacancy that occurred, in cafe he could prevail on 
your Orator to join in the faid Sale ; whereas the Right in

that your Orator is not really and traly W.L.V.V. but

other Times admitting, that your Orator is really and truly 
your Orator, yet pretending that having, with great Trou- 
ble and Addrefs procured the Man his Mare again, and 
guarded the Inclofures fo cffeftually as to prevent Gidd)’s 
ftraying abroad among the Neighbours agnm, the fame 
ought to go in Part of the Confideration which was to be 
paid to your Orator, and which they value ata very high 
Rate, in Proportion to the Folly of the Paflion which the 
Man had injudiciovfly entertained for his faid Giddy ; 
whereas your Orator charges, that, the being not a little im- 
paired in her Wind, he hath juil Reafon to infiit on an 
Abatement in Proportion thereto.

LONDON. 


On ‘Tuefdy his Majefly, in Council, finally fet afide the 
Affair of the Genoefe Loffe: in the late Wars 

Letters from the Hague, dated June 6, affure us, that 
the Karl of Holdernefs, lis Britannic Majetty’s Minifler 
Plenipotentiary with the States General of Hoiland, is ar- 
rived in that City, accompanied by his Confort. 

Monday his Grace the Duke of Marlborough kifs'd his 
Majetty’s Hand on his being appointed Steward of his Ma 
jefly’s Lloufhold. 

"Tis faid, that the Right Hon. the Earl of Harrington, 
on Account of his Age and Infirmities, does not goto Ire- 
Jand again as Lord Licutenant ; and that his Grace the 
Duke of Devonfhire will fucceed him. 

We hear that the Earl of Befborough of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, will very fhortly be created a Peer of Great 
Britain. 

We hear that Sir Richard Wrottefley, Bart. Member of 
Parliament for Taviflock, will be appointed one of the 
Clerks Comptrollers of the Board of Greencloth, in the 
room of Sir Thomas Wynne, Bart. dcceafed. 

And that the Hon. Charles Townfhend, Efq; Memb>r 
of Parliament for Yarmouth in No:follc, will be appointed 
one of the Lords of ‘Trade and Plantations. 

We hear that the Hon. Capt. Van Keppel, Son of the 
Earl of Albemarle, is appointed Commodore of the Men 
of War which carry the Prefents to the Dey of Algiers, 
and that he will be charged with a Letter demanding Re- 
ftitution of the Moncy, &c. taken out of the Prince Fre- 
deric Packet-Boat. He hoilts his Pendant on board the 
Centurion. 

The Britifh Conful at the above Place has made feveral 
warm Expoftulations concerning the faid Packet-Boat, but 
to little Purpofe. All he could obtain, was only the Retti- 
tution of the bare Ship, her Lading being condemned by a 
ful! Divan affembled for that Purpofe, to the Ufe of the 
Captors. Thele Judges im in Anfwer to our Conful’s 
remonitrating to them their Breach of Treaties, that the 
Prince Frederick was taken on their Coaft without a Paff 
port, and that therefore fo far from any Violation of ‘I’rea- 
ties, it is agreed between the Englifh and them, that if 
any Ship, belonging to either, be found on each others 
Coats, without a Paffport, that it may be made a Jawful 
Prize; but that however, out of Refpect to the King of 
England, they had releafed the Ship as fhe was in his Ma- 
jefly’s Service, which, they gave the Conful to underftand, 
was an Injury to the Captors, and no {mall Inflance of their 
Favour to his Mafter. ‘This Evafion and Finefs of thefe 
Algetines, his Majetty difpatches a Commodore to thank 
them for; who, ‘us hop’d, unlefs they reflore their Plun 
der, has Orders to ufe the Language of his Guns and Mor- 
tars to reduce thefe ‘Thieves into Keafon. 

The Gothick Lion, Capt. Afkholm, writes from Fal 
mouth, where he arrived on Friday Jatt, that he left China 
the 19th of December laft, and left behind him the Prince 
of Wales, Pelley, the Duke of Dorlet, Fregnall, and the 
Wager, Hindman. In the Streights of Banca, he came 
up with Capt. Sampfon in the Hardwick, and Capt. Dan 
verne in the Scarborough. In the Streights of Sunda, he 
Jeft Capt Samp‘on, and two Danith Eaft Indiamen; and 
Capt. Danverne not being arrived, he doubled the Cape of 
Good Hope on the 4th of lait March, and failed for Eng 
land. 

On 'Tuefday the Packets brought home in the Vulture 
Sloop of War, lat from South Carolina, were delivered 
at the Admiralty. 

We hear that Lord John Murray's Highland Regiment 
is ordered for Ireland. 

And that Col. Lee’s Regiment of Foot has received Or 
ders to embark from Ireland for Briftol, where they are to 
quartered. : 

We hear that Orders are given for the Life-Guard to be 
new cloathed, and to hold themfelves in Readinefs to be 
reviewed by his Majefty in a few Days in Hyde Park. 

Several Marching Regiments of Foot, quartered in the 
Counties of Eflex, Keat, Suffex and Surry, have received 
Orders to march from their refpective Quarters, in order to 
be reviewed by his Majelly on Blackheath the Beginning 
of July.

Lait Tuefday Night died of the Small Pox, aged 23, at 
his Father’s Hloufe in Saville-Row, the Hon. Charles Bluet 
Wallop, Liq; fecond Son to che “Earl of Port{mouth, 
Equerry to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland, 
and Member of Parliament fer Newport in Hampfhire, 
and a Captain of Horfe. 

We hear that Major Haffe’, lately deceafed, has be- 
queathed the whole of his Fortune (upwards of 20001. per 
Annum) to the Hon. Charlotte Haflel, his Wife, fole 
Daughter and Heirefs of the late Lord Stawell of Alder- 
mafton in Berkfhire. 

By a Letter from Liverpool, dated June 5, we are 
informed of the Death of Samuel ‘Thornton, Efq; (the 
Day before) a Gantleman of a great Eftate in that County, 
and formerly a confiderable Virginia Merchant, 

Tuefday died Francis Lutterell, Efq; of Little Chelfea, 
one of the Benchers of the Middle ‘l’cmgle and T'reafurer 
of the fame Society. He died a Batchelor, very rich ; 
and we hear he has Je‘t the Bulk of his Fortune to Mr. 
Serjeant Wynne. He went to Bed on Monday Night 
f{emingly in good Health. 

Yefterday fe nnight died, at Stow in Buckinghamfhire, 
the Seat of Lord Cobham, Mr. Hire, who had been Ser- 
vant in that Family upwards of 80 Years: He was aged 
117, and enjoyed his Sight and Hearing tll a few Weeks 
before his Death. 

On Sunday died at his Lodging: »: ‘he Bear and Ragged 
Staff in Weft Smithfield, the O/d r, remarkable for 
having conftantly attended Divine va at St, Paul’s for 
many Years paft. He was ina‘! of Horfe in Queen 
Anne’s Wars, and always behaved i, 

Laft Monday Night, about §. yon o’Clocl, a Gentleman 
advanced in Years, dropt dow ina Fit of the Apoplexy in 
the Strand. He was immediately let Blood by a Surgeon, 
but without Efét. A Gold Watch, and about 71. in 
Money were in his Pockets, but no Memorandum where 
he lived, or who he was. 

Laft Weck as Mrs. Martin, a Widow Gentlewoman, 
who lived at Wilton in Hampfhire, was returning home 
from vifiting a poor fick Perfon, to whom fhe had been to 
give fome Relief, was torn in fo terrible a Manner by a 
Dog, that fhe expired in a few Hours. 

Monday as Mr. Newbank, Butcher in Fore-ftreet, was 
handling an Ox that ftood by it threw his Head back, and 
the Tip of his Horn went into Mr. Newbank’s Eyes, and 
tore it out; and notwithftanding all the Care imaginable 
was taken, there is much Danger from the Anguifh of the 
Lofs of the other Fye. 

6unday in the Evening a Boy about five Years old, and 
another fomewhat older, were feduced from their Parent’s 
Door in Hounfditch, by two Men, who carried them into 
the Fields near Hoxton, where they ftript the youngeft 
quite naked and left him, but carried the other off with 
them. 

Yeflerday 7 Night died, at her Lodgings in the King’s 
Arms Yard, Holborn-Bridge, aged 19 Years, Mrs. Sun 
Woodcock, of the Wounds fhe received on the 22d of lat 
Month, in Fleet-ftreet, from Samuel Haggins, a Soldier 
in the Second Regiment of Foot Guards, who ftabbed her 
in twelve Places of the Body with his Bayonet ; and the fame 
Day the Coroner’s Inqueft fat on the Body, and brought 
in their Verdict Widful Murder ; but the Fellow is not yet 
taken. 

On Tuefday one Rogers was taken at a Houfe near Blue- 
Fields, Shadwell, charged with feveral Street Robberics : 
He was immediately carried before a Juftice of the Peace, 
and committed to Newgate. 

Tuefday laft a Chatham Hoy ran foul of a Boat <t Long- 
Reach, wherein were feven Perfons, two of whom were 
drowned, the reft being faved by a Man of War's Boat. 





One of the unfortunate Perfons drowned was the Rev. Mr 
Whitby, Curate of Morely in Kent, who has left a Waite 
} and three Children. 





Wednefday a Black, Servant to Crimfhaw, Efq; 
was committed to the Gatehoufe, Weftminfter, by Sir 
Thomas Clarges, Bart. for aflaulting Hynd Cotton, Efq; 
Son of Sir John Hynd Cotton, Bart. witha drawn Hanger, 
and putting him in Fear of his Life. 

Wednefday « young Man well dreffed was found hangin 
ina Field near Acton ; he had been feen walking thro’ the 
Fields a little before: Sherlock on Death was found in his 
Pocket; and, by fome Papers, he appeared to be the Son 
of a Tradefman near Hide Park Corner. 

They write from Paris, that the King had ordered a 
Number of the different Workmen employed in Ship. 
Building to be fent immediately to Canada ; it having been 
found by Experience that the Trees in the Forefts of that 
Province were extremely proper for converting into Men 
of War, to effet which nothing was wanted but Work. 
men capable of inftru€ting the Indians in that Art. 

Letters from Paris advife, that the repeated Mifcarriage 
of the Dauphinefs has given Occafion to a Scheme bein 
brought upon the Carpet, for preventing the Diforders 
that would enfue on the Deceafe of the King and Dauphin 
without Heirs-Male, by fettling the Succeffion to the 
French Monarchy, if that fhould happen, on the Infant 
Don Phillip, Duke of Parma; not as Hufband of Ma. 
dame the eldeft Daughter of the King, which the Salick 
Law would oppofe, but as a Prince defcended from the 
Houfe of Bourbon. 

They write from Naples, that Mount Vefuvius has again 
begun to caft forth extraordinary Flames, with moft terri- 
ble Noife; infomuch, that all the Country for many Miles 
round is covered with Stones and Cinders, which greatly 
damage the Land ; and ’tis feared it will continue to in- 
creafe. The Air is entirely darkened in the Day by the 
Afhes, and the Flames in the Night form a moft dreadful 
Spedtacle. 

By the laft Accounts from Palermo, the violent Infur- 
retion there (mentioned in a former Paper) was not then 
quelled, but the Garrifon expe¢ting a Reinforcement of 
Troops, were in. Hopes of being foon able to cruth it. This 
Tumult has been occafion’d by an additional Duty being 
impofed on Tobacco by Order of his Neapolitan Majefty. 
Numbers of the Tax-gatherers are killed, the Rioters, who 
are above 15000, fuppofing them the Authors of the Tax. 


COUNTRY NEWS. 


Newcafile, Fune 3. We hear from Blackwell, that 
Mary Wardell (formerly mentioned) has loft upwards of 
200 Cattle by the contagious Difeafe, and has more ill. 
The Dittemper has not fpread itfelf in any other Place in 
that Townfhend, but rages violently in many other Places 
of the County of Durham. 

We hear from Whitley, three Miles North of Shields, 
that the Diftemper has broke out among the Cattle there, 
one Adam Taylor having loft four Cows, two Wheys, and 
a Calf by it; the whole of his Stock. 

We have certain Advice by a fpecial Meffenger from 
Cleadon, that the Diftemper amongft the Horned Cattle 
is entirely ceafed there, none having died, or been ill, 
fince the 21ft paft. They have loft upwards of 50 Beatts 
in all by the Diftemper.

IRELAND. 

Dublin, May 30. We hear from the County of Gal- 
way, that on Monday the rsth Initant, one Cufh{ng, Ser- 
vant to Mrs. Bowerham, in the County of Clare, wasat- 
tacked on his Return from the Fair of Loughrea by John 
Gowney, a proclaimed Robber; who, after a friendly 
Salutation, fhot him with a Brace of Balls, gave him f- 
veral Wounds, of which he died in a few Hours, and 
robbed him of about 24 Pounds. He was taken the Wed- 
nefday following in Birr, by George Clarke of the King’s 
County, Efq; and-is committed to Galway Jail. 


FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


GERMANY. 
Vienna, May 24. Count Harrach, Chancellor of Bo 
hemia, died this Afternoon of the Smal!-Pox. 


DENMARK.
